President Oosterhuis and Dick Paul Display Champions — Elmwood Premier 
Breeder and Exhibitor— Baker Cows Go To Town 
By M. S. PRESCOTT 


HE 28TH NATIONAL DAIRY SHOW registered a 
[smashing success in its return to Columbus, Ohio, 

October 9 to 16. Final attendance figures are not 
available as this is written, but regardless of the general 
attendance, the patronage by interested breeders was 
highly gratifying. Not in years, if ever, have we seen 
such galleries following the judging. The spectator area 
in the ring and the adjoining boxes and seating were 
crowded from start to finish and they were not there 
just for a place to take the weight off their feet—they 
were really following the rings—and there was plenty 
for them to see. 

The Holstein show, as predicted, was a thorough- 
going credit to the breed and to the National. It was a 
really great cow show, with perhaps as great an aged 
cow line-up and certainly the best showing of 4-year-olds 
ever brought together. The bull section was excellent, 
but not as good in numbers as could have been desired. 
By actual ring check, there were 133 females and 37 
bulls, a total of 170 in the Holstein show. 

Premier Breeder and Premier Exhibitor honors were 
both won by Elmwood Farms. These awards are based 
on Winnings in the individual classes only. When groups 
are considered, however, Elmwood, also, according to 
our computations, still held first place by an eyelash 
over Pabst Farms and Baker Farm. Elmwood had both 
junior champions and four blues (plus one in the Futur- 
ity), Baker had the Reserve Grand Champion female 
and five blues; Pabst, three blues. Wisconsin Board of 
Control scored twice in first place, with four seconds. 
Other blues went one to a customer, these being A. C. 
Oosterhuis and Paul 
Farms (each with a 
grand championship) ; 


kota (1); Ohio (2). The tabulation at the bottom of the 
page gives the ribbon winnings of each exhibitor. 

As announced in our preliminary wire report last 
issue, President A. C. Oosterhuis won the female grand 
championship with his exceptional 4-year-old heifer, 
Oostie Inkarnation Bussie, after heading the most sen- 
sational 4-year-old class we can recall. Reserve grand 
championship went to Baker Farms’ winning aged cow, 
Sensation Zilla of Baker Farm, who climaxed a success- 
ful international circuit by her winnings here. In the 
male section, the Reserve All-American 3-year-old of 
1936 came through to defeat in class the All-American 
Aged Bull of 1936 and so we find King Bessie Korndyke 
Ormsby 14th carrying away the grand championship for 
Paul Farms. History was also made when King Bessie 
Senator, youthful Elmwood star, kept intact his season’s 
record with another junior championship, the first calf 
in the recent history of our shows—if not ever—to 
go through a major circuit as an undefeated junior cham- 
pion. Of the coveted trophies, Pres. A. C. Oosterhuis 
takes the F. L. Houghton Memorial Trophy for grand 
champion cow. The Frank Price Memorial Trophy for 
Produce fo Dam goes to Elmwood Farms, and the Rob- 
ert E. Haeger Memorial Trophy for best Get of Sire 
to Baker Farms. 

W.S. Moscrip, Lake Elmo, Minn., placed the awards, 
his fifteenth appearance in that capacity out of the 28 
National Dairy Shows held since the series began in 1906.

Dunloggin scored in third place with Valley View 
Bess Burke Fobes, daughter of their Admiral bull, just 
ready to freshen and looking like a million. A Pabst 
entry, Pabst Cascade Crusader Wayne, stood in fourth 
position, above Baker’s good Dairymaid heifer and Dun- 
loggin’s strong Bessie Maid.

Carnation Ormsby Perfection Top at $4150. Best Auction 
Price for Our Breed Since 1930

HE complete dispersal of Jos. H. Hill’s Rose Hill 
I Herd at Richmond, Ind., October 13, registered a 
healthy demand for good animals, set up a new 
individual price record unequalled since 1930 and def- 
initely added momentum and strength to the Holstein 
market. Every detail for the comfort of visitors had 
been given careful attention, and the crowd of a thou- 
sand or more, including many of the leading figures of 
the industry, paid eloquent tribute to the quality of the 
herd and to the public regard for Joe Hill as a man. 

The offering of 102 head, plus 11 young calves under 
60 days of age, made a total of $31,075, for an average 
of $304.65. They were taken by 53 buyers hailing from 
twelve states. They go to such far distant points as 
Maryland, New York and Pennsylvania, on the East to 
North Carolina, Missouri and Kentucky on the South, 
and the State of Washington on the West. Ohio had 
the largest number of buyers, with 20, followed by 
Indiana With 13, Wisconsin and Michigan with 5 each, 
Illinois with 38. 

High point of the sale, of course, was the offering of 
Carnation Ormsby Perfection, the senior herd sire. Just 
turned 5 years old, and with a distinguished show ring 
record in his own right, his sons and daughters com- 
prising nearly a third of this herd testified to his ability 
as a sire. His breeding, also, is distinctive. His sire, 
Matador Segis Ormsby, is recognized as the greatest sire 
of production living today. His dam, with her 1,149-lb. 
fat record, is the highest testing 1,000-lb. fat cow of 
our breed with her 4.7% average; she by Sir Inka 
May and from the foundation 1,198-lb. fat American 
champion senior 4-year-old, Carnation Walker Hazel- 
wood. Bidding started at $1,000, and by $250 and $500 
leaps, quickly reached the $3,000 mark. Pevely Dairy 
Co., Crescent, Mo.; Quality Park Farm, Hudson, Wis., 
and a representative of Carnation Milk Farms staged a 3- 
cornered battle from there on, the first 2 mentioned drop- 
ping out on Carnation’s $4,150 bid. Thus, he returns 
to his birthplace to take his position as a leading herd 
sire at Carnation Farms. This price exceeds any indi- 
vidual auction price in our breed since the Denver Sale 
in June 1930, when Pevely Dairy Co. bought Carnation 
Inka Matador from Congressman Strong for $6,200. 
Curiously enough Pevely was one of the leading con- 
tenders in the present transaction. The 27 daughters of 
Perfection sold for $7,820, an average of $290. Total 
for sons, daughters and baby calves by Perfection is 
$9,205, an average of $270. It will be remembered that 
Mr. Hill purchased Carnation Ormsby Perfection in 
the World’s Fair Sale at Chicago in 1933 for $1,500, high 
price of that year. The investment was a good one. 

Second high price of the sale was $1,285 for the 
junior herd sire, Imperial Governor of Rose Hill, a 
March yearling of exceptional quality. Sired by Governor 
of Carnation (maternal brother of Perfection) and out 
of Carnation Fancy, 948-lb. fat daughter of Sir Inka 
May, her dam, an 810-lb. fat 3-year-old maternal sister 
of Matador Segis Ormsby, he was keenly sought by 
buyers, finally going to the well known herd of Traverse 
City State Hospital in Michigan. The third herd sire, 


Carnation Matador Homestead, a 5-year-old 
Star Joe Homestead from Carnation Orm 
1,000-lb. fat daughter of Matador Segis Ormsby sold 
for $550 to Dr. C. E. Vidt, Ironton, Ohio, and Ray Van 
Schoyk, Hilliards, Ohio. _ 

Top of the females was the lone consignment hot 
owned by Mr. Hill. This was a daughter of Perfection 
consigned by popular Dick Paul. She wag a lovely 9. 
year-old, first prize winner this year at Wisconsin and 
Michigan, and went at $675 to M. & F. Dellinger & Qo 
Plain City, Ohio. A fine group of youngsters that ex. 
cited much favorable comment were the baby calyes 
and a few yearlings by Carnation Inka Emperor, former. 
ly in service here before going to his present home jp 
the Springstead herd in New York. 15 daughters and 
17 young sons brought $3,675, including most of the 
baby calves of the sale. 

Altogether, 63 head passed the $200 mark. Of these 
five were above $500, 16 were above $400 and 33 above 
$300. The following tabulation gives the averages, 
ages, etc., which demonstrates in a striking manner the 
sustained level of values throughout the sale,

Among the individual buyers, in addition to those 


already mentioned, special reference should be made to 
Mr. H. O. Norris of Wimbledon Farms, Annapolis, Md., 
who took seven tops for a total of $2,820, including the 
first offering in the sale, the show cow, Ormsby Inka 
Hengerveld, at $510. Largest buyer in point of numbers 
was the Division of Indiana State Institutions, who se- 
cured 27 head for a total of $5,095. They secured 
excellént foundation material for the herds at the state 
institutions which are now going forward on a construc- 
tive program, under the supervision of Mr. J. D. Hull 
Quigg Bros., Richmond, Ind., who are taking over the 
special Holstein milk market of Rose Hill, bought five 
at $1,530. Carnation took a couple of yearling daugh- 
ters of Perfection at $650 for the pair. Dr. C. E. Vidt, 
in addition to partnership in the herd sire, secured four 
females for $1,160, three of them Perfection daughters 
M. and F. Dellinger paid $975 for two. 

In general charge of the sale arrangements was 
A. W. Petersen, making his debut here as a sale manager 
on his own. His handling of all details was a real 
credit to all concerned. The sale was held in a brand 
new steel storage barn, not previously used, and with 
bleacher seats for the spectators. The ring was (aste- 
fully decorated with evergreens and bitter sweet, and 
two huge vases of Better Times roses flanking the allt- 
tioneer’s stand. After the opening statement by Mr. 
Petersen, Mr. Hill spoke briefly, as did President Ooster- 
huis. Manager Duane Kinyon, to whom Mr. Hill gave 
full credit for the fine condition of the cattle, took a bo¥. 
Salesmen were R. Austin Backus, J. E. Mack and Walter 
F. Andrews. The cattle were expertly displayed in the 
ring by Bob Stewart of Maytag Dairy Farms and Jim

Sound Economics 
A Guest Editorial by Chas H. Baldwin 


VERY Holstein-Friesian breeder will recall having 
Fr neara that in those states where pasteurizing and 

bottling plants are not “legally” allowed to standard- 
ize milk as to butterfat contest and especially in those 
states where consumer prices have been set and “‘legally”’ 
controlled, very annoying problems have arisen. Butter- 
fat races have been carried on and quite generally at the 
expense of the producer. This demand for higher test 
milk has resulted in mixing of herds and other unsound 
practices. 


Standardization of milk at the farm to increase but- 
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terfat content, recognized as legal in New York gtat 
has to a considerable extent made it possible for Hol. 
stein breeders to sell milk in the fluid markets but it has 
not entirely checked the tendency towards Mixing of 
breeds. 

_ This Producer Problem which is a very serioys one 
and which is not economically sound, was very largely 
dealer created. Butterfat wars encouraged by the setting 
of consumer price, which did not recognize butterta: 
content of milk has intensified this Producer Problem 

Now what happens when a dealer has to pay for 
extra butterfat and has no regulation retail price got 
for him. Let me cite one example in answer. 

In the New York Milk Shed, producers have been 
given the right to set producer prices. This is being 
done by various producer cooperative associations meet- 
ing together for the purpose of discussing market cop. 
ditions, costs and then agreeing upon prices. This week 
delegates representing 91 producer cooperative agsocia- 
tions that are sharing in the fluid market in New Yor, 
City will meet for the purpose of discussing many prob- 
lems that now face these producers. 

Several Cooperative associations will report that they 
are quite unable to get dealers to pay for butterfat ip 
fluid milk in excess of 3.5. 

Apparently dealers want to buy milk just as cheaply 
as they possibly can. They have no objection to the 
extra fat being in the milk if it is free. They have no 
desire to give away butterfat for which they have paid 
money unless they have a “guaranteed”’ or “Legally pro- 
tected’’ spread that makes it possible for them to use 
cream line as a sales argument, as was the case under 
State price control. Apparently the consumers demand 
depends on who has money invested in butterfat. He 
who would give away butterfat is he who has no money 
invested in it. Just now, when producers control pro- 
ducer price, it is the dealer who is squealing and who 
balked at paying for this extra butterfat which he en- 
couraged farmers to get into a position to produce 
Last year the producer had an excess of skimmed milk 
this year the producer seems to have an excess of cream 

If we are to listen to the dealers, th question now 
facing dairymen is how to reduce butterfat content to 
meet (Consumer demand) dealer requirements. 

If we are to consider this question with a fair and 
open mind we must admit that adjusting butterfat con- 
tent to meet the consumer’s demand is a Marketing 
Problem and this can best be accomplished by permit- 
ting standardization of milk as to butterfat content in 
the pasteurizing and bottling plants. This is doubly true 
to the fact that more and more fluid milk is being sold 
in paper containers and in fairness to the consuming 
public, the butterfat content of the milk so marketed 
should be plainly stated on the containers. 

The Producers Problem is to raise those crops which 
fed to efficient producers will produce butterfat and 
milk solids most cheaply. Then you cannot keep the 
efficient dairy cow from doing her share. 

It is the general belief of most dairymen in this 
shed, and this belief is backed up by our best authorities 
that the efficient pure bred Holstein cow has a very 
necessary and vermanent place here. Certainly sound 
economics will not drive her out and how true it is that 
sound economics must eventually be recognized. When 
that time does come, the efficient cow will find her place 
Breeders! Keep faith in your favorite breed. Breed 
and grow each animal better and let each cow produce 
naturally and to her full ability. Do not destroy your 
efficient herd to fit the fickle fancy of Dealer Created 
Consumer Demand. 


The National Dairy Show 


HE wisdom of bringing the National back to a loca- 

I tion more central and easily accessible to large? 
numbers of breeders was clearly apparent in the ring 
side galleries at Columbus. The Jersey show, of course, 
has fared well in the South from this angle, but not for 
twenty years have we seen such a large and interested 
Holstein gallery as followed our breed’s judging during 
both days. They seemed to be hungry for it after 80 
many years of comparative inaccessibility for Hastert 
breeders. t 
We thought Columbus did not get very excited abou 
the show—that sometimes happens when the show rer 
to a state fair town—but the State of Ohio presente 
most substantial support. As we indicated in yt 
general report, Lloyd Burlingham and staff did a fine jo 
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of handling the show in every detail. It was human and 
cordial and all of these things you like, and at the same 
time had those fine points of showmanship and cere- 
mony that add just the final touch of appreciation. The 
canadian Royal has always exemplified much the same 
thing—though showing some signs last year of going 
a little high hat in spots (exclusion of spectators from 
the center space in the ring). Excellent support for the 
Dairy Show was accorded by commercial exhibitors. We 
haven’t the definite figures on space sales but from all 
appearances, they reached a new high mark for recent 
years. 

yee There was much informal discussion in regard to the 
1938 Dairy Show. Los Angeles, we understand, is ready 
to offer heavy financial inducements. In fact, we heard 
the figure of $5,000 per breed for price money men- 
tioned. Harrisburg, Pa., has been flirting with the idea 
for sometime, and with their new coliseum just author- 
ed, their plant would be excellent. Presumably, Co- 
lumbus and the State of Ohio will want to continue 
as hosts to the show, and it seems likely they will have 
first call as the most central location. In fact, the Dairy 
Show Committee voted to recommend to the Board of 
Directors of the National Dairy Association at their 
annual meeting in December that the 1938 show be held 
in Columbus. We can applaud that as a wise decision, if 
continued essential local cooperation is assured.

All-American Nominations 


E ask the cooperation of all judges in filing 
W prompury the All-American nominations from 

shows they have passed on this season. Many 
of these reports are still missing, and while nominations 
will not close until after the Royal Winter Fair in 
November, we fear the possibility through delay that 
some owners may be placed at a disadvantage in getting 
suitable pictures. These are a necessary part of the com- 
pletd nomination, and no animal can be considered 
for the final awards without having her picture avail- 
able-for the Committee. 

Perhaps we should outline again the new system 
under which the All-American selections for 1937 are to 
be made. Nominations of candidates are to be made 
by the judges at all state, provincial, regional and Na- 
tional shows in the U. S. and Canada. When these 
nominations are completed by submission of suitable, 
unretouched pictures (which it is the owner’s respon- 
sbilty to secure), these plctures wlll be submitted to 
the Selection Committee, composed of the judges at the 
National Dairy Show, Dairy Cattle Congress, Eastern 
States Exposition, Pacific International Live Stock Ex- 
position, Canadian National Exhibition and Royal Win- 
ter Fair of Canada. These six men will vote inde- 
pendently on their first, second and third choices in each 
class. Each vote for first place will count 7 points; 
each second place vote will count 3 points; each third 
place vote will count 1 point. The tabulation of points 
will determine the All-American and Reserve, with 
Honorable Mention to every animal or group credited 
with any points in the voting. 

We plan to publish the pictures of all nominations 
in our Holiday Number December 11. The final All- 
American award announcement is planned for in our 
issue of January 8. 

In recognition of the wide interest which the public 
takes in these awards, we announce a prize contest in 
Which the public will be given an opportunity to vote 
its preferences following the publication of the pictures 
of the nominations. The lists most nearly correct with 
the final official list will be awarded substantial cash 
and merchandise prizes. Full details of this contest 
will be announced shortly. 

The point now is that we request prompt filing of 
all nominations by judges so that we may be sure no 
worthy animal is being debarred from All-American con- 
sideration through oversight or misunderstanding. 


November Sales 


N SPITE of crashing stock markets and disturbed 

milk markets in some sections, the October auction 

Sales have returned a fairly good account of them- 
selves so far as we have been able to get reports to time 
of writing. The Rose Hill Dispersal in particular made 
*neouraging history—its $4,150 top price being highest 
'N our auctions since 1930 and the $304 general average 
one of the very best in years. It was a real compliment 
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and testimonial to the work of Vice President Joseph H. 
Hill as a breeder, and the huge attendance was a tribute 
to his personal popularity. 

These results promise well for the sales scheduled 
in November. Some recovery from panicky condition of 
the stock market is anticipated.’ Cattle are back in the 
barns throughout the month; milk markets are going 
through their short period with corresponding improve- 
ment in milk prices anticipated; feed and forage in most 
sections are abundant and the relationship to milk prices 
constantly improving. These are all factors which fore- 
cast a good response to the November auction sale 
offerings. 

Most ambitious of the sale events on the fall calen- 
dar is the U. S. National Series, sponsored by Messrs. 
Baird and Darcey of Wisconsin. Six full days are sched- 
uled. Monday, November 15, will be the National Bessie 
Sale, held at Elmwood Farms, and confined to descend- 
ants of Queen Bessie Pietertje Ormsby. Most of these 
will trace through her son, King Bessie Ormsby Pietertje. 
Elmwood is supporting this sale with about 40 head, 
including some of their most consistent prize winners of 
the current show season. Perhaps, the Elmwood boys 
want to demonstrate that they can sell their show herd 
each year, and hold their own with a new line-up each 
year. They are not selling the complete 1937 string, 
but a number of their very best winners (including the 
junior champion heifer at Waterloo and the National) 
are among the offerings. 

Then on Tuesday, at Waukesha, Wis., will be the 
annual Blue Ribbon Day of the U. S. National—a day’s 
offering made up of tops. Then four successive days of 
the U. S. National at Waukesha, Watertown, Plymouth 
and Monroe, Wis. It must not be assumed that all of 
the best are going in the Blue Ribbon Day. The man- 
agement assures us there will be plenty of them all 
through the week. The arrangement is especially con- 
venient for carlot buyers from a distance, with over 400 
head to choose from.

Congratulations Elmwood 


E want particularly to congratulate Elmwood 
W rams on winning Premier Breeder and Premier 

Exhibitor honors at the recent National 
Dairy Show. It is of course not the first time 
they have done it; in fact, they have taken 
these honors at the National for the past four 
shows in succession. The special reason for congratu- 
lation this time is because of the fact that the Elmwood 
Show Herd of 1936 was sold at auction last Novem- 
ber, so that this year’s show herd represents practically 
a complete new line-up. It should be a source of great 
pride to Elmwood Farms that their herd, after the reduc- 
tion sale of last year, was able to start practically from 
scratch for the 1937 season and come through with 
Premier honors at the National in competition such as 
existed this year.

A Market Angle 


WONDERFUL growing season and lush fall pas- 
A tures in many important dairy sections have re-

These are 
not enough, however, to be alarming, and with consump- 
tion steadily increasing, the dairy situation in general 
is regarded as healthy. We are still in the down part of 
the dairy cow cycle and economists are quite generally 
agreed that good prices for dairy products, and for dairy 
cows, are in prospect for some time to come. An angle 
of the situation not generally recognized, perhaps, is the 
fine market now existing in Canada for their own dairy 
products, which seems bound to have the definite result 
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of keeping more than the usual amount of Canadian 
production at home and off the U. S. market. 

Public sales this fall show some strengthening in prices 
of good Holsteins. We look for this trend to proceed 
still further as our general leveel of Holstein prices has 
not yet come back comparatively with the price of her 
product.

Canadian 
breeders always turn out in full force with their top 
show herds, and this year promises to be no exception.

Joseph A. Turner 


M. REAVES, Assistant Extension Dairyman at Vir. 

RP ginia Polytechnic, Blacksburg, Va., reports the death 

*on October 22, of Joseph A. Turner, for many years 

business manager of Hollins College, Hollins, Va. We 
quote from Mr. Reaves’ letter: 


“Mr. Turner was 62 years old and had spent 
practically all of his life at Hollins. From the very 
beginning of his activities as manager of the college, 
he has had very deep interest in the Holstein herd 
At the time the germ plasm survey was made for the 
Year Book of Agriculture, the Hollins herd was 
analyzed and we found records without a single 
break from 1905 to 1935, the time the survey was 
made. The Hollins College herd has been tested 
for production continually. During the first few 
years of its existence under Mr. Turner’s manage- 
ment, daily milk weights were kept and this has 
continued until the present time. Early in the de- 
velopment of the herd A. R. testing was followed, 
and about 15 years ago, D. H. I. A. testing was 
also used. During the past few years, the herd has 
been in the Herd Improvement Registry. It is a 
herd well known throughout the state for the good 
animals it has produced and developed. Mr. Turner 
had been especially interested in agricultural work 
and a number of years ago was honored with a 
Certificate of Merit from V. P. I. in recognition of 
his service to agriculture in Virginia. While Mr. 
Turner had not been able to give as much time in 
the last years as formerly to his Holstein interest, 
he did give us as much time as possible, and on 
October 6 was present at the State Sale at Orange, 
Va., where he had consigned six head of cows. He 
appeared to be having a splendid time in helping 
with the sale and visiting with friends of long 
standing. 

“He was president several times of the State 
Farmers’ Institute, the State Dairymen’s Associa- 
tion, and the Virginia Holstein-Friesian Club, and 
made frequent contributions to the publications of 
these associations and to other farm journals.”

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N. Y. COUNCIL TO MEET NOV. 9 

The Advisory Council of the New 
York Holstein-Friesian Association 
will hold its regular fall meeting in 
Syracuse, Tuesday, November 9 at 
the Onondaga Hotel. This Advisory 
Council is composed of officers and 
directors of the State Association 
with one delegate elected from each 
of the organized local clubs of the 
state. 

The meeting will set the time and 
place of the Annual Meeting of the 
State Association, some time early in 
January; will hear reports from of- 
ficirs and committees; will discuss 
any changes in constitution and by- 
laws that may come before the An- 
nual Meeting; and will consider the 
various problems of the Holstein in- 
dustry in the state, including the im- 
portance of increased premiums at 
the New York State Fair. 

Local clubs that have not done so, 
are urged to elect their delegates to 
this meeting at once and forward the 
names to the State Secretary. It is 
hoped that many delegates will be 
able to say over for the New York 
Farm Bureau Committee Meeting in 
Syracuse, November 10 and to help 
line up a strong dairy program for 
the Farm Bureau. A dairy caucus is 
planned for the evening of Novem- 
ber 9. 


Mill Brook Farm, Millhall, Pa., 
reports that their herd sire, King 
Bessie Model 3d 717610, purchased 
from Elmwood Farms last summer, 
has been bred to many of the fine 
daughters of King Bessie Star Pon- 
tiac and Sir Fobes Star Aaggie, their 
two proven sires of Elmwood breed- 
ing that there were lost in the flood 
in March 1936. The first calves from 
this cross are due this month, Arthur 
Bradley writes. 


Milwaukee Co. House of Correction, 
Milwaukee, Wis., continues to have 
good success selling bulls from their 
great producing herd.

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Wis., all from great producing dams. 
The Meyer bull is from one of the 
twelve 100,000-lb. lifetime milk pro- 
ducers that have been developed in 
the House of Correction herd. 


Inka Farm, one of the newer Hol- 
stein establishments in the Chicago 
area, is making a remarkable record 
in the Kane County No. 3 D. H. I. A. 
This herd is owned by Frank J. 
Rief Chicago business executive. We 
just have a report on their Septem- 
ber production, which was 48.3 lbs. 
fat, 1,460 lbs. milk on a herd of 33 
pure bred Holstein cows (including 
one dry cow) and this is the seventh 
consecutive month that they have 
led the local association. One month 
they were high herd in the State. 
That the Kane County competition is 
no set-up, is shown by the fact that 
in the same association are the fa- 
mous Mooseheart Farms, many times 
leaders of the State in C. T. A. com- 
petition, and who in September had 
the fine production of 40.1 lbs. fat, 
1,137 lbs. milk on 47 pure bred Hol- 
steins, including three dry cows. The 
nationally known Foxwood Brown 
Swiss herd is also a member of this 
association. The individual record 
for high cows for the month was held 
by Inka Farms in first and second 
place, their leader having-.1,839 lbs. 
milk, 80.9 lbs. fat, and next place 
75.1 lbs. fat, 2,502 lbs. milk. Moose- 
heart again scored in third and 
fourth places. Inka Farm is located 
at Hampshire, Ill., and is one of the 
coming breeding establishments of 
the Chicago area. 


Mrs. Magdalene Weldy, Wakarusa, 
Ind., writes Secretary Seaverns, ‘‘At 
the sale October 12, there were 55 
head of dairy cattle sold which were 
made up of the three breeds—Jersey, 
Guernsey and Holsteins. The Hol- 
steins outsold any others by a large 
margin, as they were. started at 
more than the others brought. Of 
course, this made the Holstein en- 
thusiasts feel pretty good, for it was 
not this way three years ago.”’ 


H. N. Kutschbach, Sherburne, N. 
Y., is feeling very good these days 
over the record recently announced 
from Carnation Farms on the dam 
of his herd sire. This young bull, 
Sir Inka May 42d, was selected at 
the time of the Seattle Convention in 
1935, a very attractive calf which 
Jim Stone and some others were try- 
ing to buy at the same time, but upon 
which Mr. Kutschbach was protected 
by a previous mail option. As the 
name indicates, this young bull is a 
son of Sir Inka May and his dam was 
Carnation Ormsby Houwtje Hattie, 
a daughter of Matador Segis Orms- 
by, having at that time a 2-year- 
old record of 541 lbs. fat. The sec- 
ond dam was a 917-lb. fat, 30,000- 
lb. milk-producing daughter of Holly- 
wood Houwtje Segis. The dam of 
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Mr. Kutschbach’s bull hag recently 
finished at Carnation Farms a reg. 
ord of 1,117.7 lbs. fat, 31,650 Ibs 
milk. The dam and two granddams 
all with records above 30,000 Ibe’ 
milk, thus show the unusual average 
of 1,084.6 Ibs. fat, 31,237.6 Ibg 
milk. This is the third Carnation 
sire Mr. Kutschbach has used, the 
preceding sires being Sir Daybreak 
Prospect, by Carnation Segig Prog. 
pect out of a daughter of Matador 
Segis Walker, and Prince Regina, 
a son of Carnation Prince out of an 
814-lb. fat 38-year-old daughter of 
Sir Inka May. 


William B. Duryee, New Jersey 
State Secretary of Agriculture for 
the past 12 years, has presented his 
resignation to the State Board of Ag- 
riculture to take effect on January 
1, next, at which time he plans to 
enter commercial work.

SEXTUPLETS — OR HOAX? 

TIME recently presented a picture 
of a Holstein cow, Alta Clover, owne 
by a West Virginia dairyman, = 
her sextuplet calves born Septembe 
6. The calves were large strapping 
youngsters, five heifers and 4 bull. 
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ow and five heifer calves were 


Mibited as a special display at the 


National Dairy Show, the bull calf 
was sold when a few days old. Man- 


ager Lloyd Burlingham cleverly 
named the five heifers after the 
Dionne “quints’” calling the cow 
“pycia” and her calves the “Sextet 
from Lucia.” 

With this display was an affava- 
davit from the owner swearing to the 
guthenticity of the birth. 


Some question has been raised in 
later issues of TIME regarding the 
matter, and several letters published. 
Qne from Prof. G. Heebink of West 
Virginia University, well known to 
many of our readers, states that the 
six calves, born in the normal way, 
were running in a pen with this cow 
in order to save hand milking of a 
rather hard milker. A salesman, 
calling at the farm, inquired if they 
were all from this one cow, and see- 
ing a chance to fool the city slicker, 
the owner gave an affirmative an- 
swer. The salesman then returned 
to town and gave out the story to 
the press. Now, the owner’s affa- 
davit, as displayed at the Dairy Show, 
makes us wonder who is right. The 
size and ruggedness of the calves 
lends force to Prof. Heebink’s expla- 
nation, which is put forward in his 
TIME letter not as a conjecture but 
as a statement of fact.

The Elkader-Monona association 
had 20 Holstein bulls in service dur- 
ing the year and of these four were 
roved and 17 were sons of bulls 
with tested daughters. Every dam 
had a production record and _ the 
average of these records was 627 
pounds of butterfat. 

The four proved bulls had been 
proved with 92 daughter and dam 
pairs. The average butterfat pro- 
duction of the daughters was 419 
pounds, 32 pounds higher than the 
average of the dams which averaged 
387 pounds. All records were cal- 
culated to a mature equivalent, two- 
time-aday milking, 305-day basis. 

The Better Sire Contest is based 
on information compiled by testers 
and kept in Bull Record Books. 
Every association in the state is co- 
operating in this project. The tester 
enters in the bull book a photo, pedi- 
gree and proved sire data if any, of 
every sire in use. A space is also 
provided for the average production 
of the herd in which the bull is used. 
Then once each year the books are 
sent to the Dairy Husbandry Exten- 
sion Office where a committee of 
qualified judges rate each sire on 
type as indicated by the photo, pedi- 
gree and suitability for the herd in 
which used. The judges for this 
year’s contest were Dr. J. L. Lush, 
Professor of Animal Breeding, Iowa 
State College; Dr. C. Y. Canon, Head 
of Dairy Husbandry, Iowa State Col- 
lege; E. M. Clark, Fieldman for the 
Holstein-Friesian Association of 
America and E. N. Shultz of the Iowa 
State College, Extension Service. 

Information concerning 1,385 
bulls being used in 58 cow testing 
associations were considered by the 
judges for the Better Sire contest 
this year.

Brantford, October 20—For the 
second time in two years Hon. A. C. 
Hardy’s Avondale Farm Holstein 
heifer Eco-Sylv Peerless Model has 
featured the Dominion Department 
of Agriculture’s monthly report for 
365-day production. This time, al- 
though only a 4-year-old, the Brock- 
ville heifer leads the September Rec- 
ord of Performance List for Hol- 
steins all ages, with a year produc- 
tion of 906 lbs. butterfat, her milk

Good Quality Show At Topeka | 


Twenty-six exhibitors representing 
four black and white districts and 
showing 58 animals constituted the 
Holstein show at the Kansas Free 
Fair this year. Although the num- 
ber shown was less than in 1936, 
the quality in almost every class was 
improved. The Romig string fresh 
from its circuit of Illinois, Missouri, 
Iowa, and Minnesota fairs, whege 
they gave a splendid ‘account of 
themselves, added much to the qual- 
ity of the show and furnished many 
of the tops for the classes. They 
were particularly successful in the 
female classes winning all but one 
blue there. 

Bull calves were the first to enter 
the ring and the judge, E. M. Wright 
of Waterloo, Iowa, found a close pair 
for top honors between the Romig 
entry and St. Marys Inka Prilly from 
the St. Marys College, St. Marys, 
Kansas. The St. Marys entry finally 
won the nod on his superior topline 
and smoothness and later went 
through for junior championship. 
The yearling bulls (both junior and 
seniors) were a rather ragged bunch 
but the Romig entry, Shungavalley 
Dean. was picked by Wright as the 
best of the lot. The two-year-old 
bulls were not unusual either, but 
Sowiscol Triune Prince Bess 10th, 
shown by E. E. Fritz, of Morrow, 
made an acceptable top. 

The aged bulls (three years and 
over) proved to be one of the fea- 
tures of the show. Much added spec-

ulation was furnished as to their 
final placing by the farmers judging 
contest which had this class plus 
four animals out of each of three fe- 
male classes to place throughout the 
day. The Kansas Farmer publication 
at Topeka, furnished $60 in prizes 
for the winners in this contest which 
was open to the four best judges 
from each of the nine black and 
white shows held last spring. Vari- 
ous placings were handed in on these 
aged bulls but the one liked best by 
Wright was with Sir Billy Ormsby De 
Kol, the entry of Omer Perreault of 
Morganville, Kansas, in first place. 
This bull is good in his top and body 
and in 1936 attracted the eye of 
Judge Elmer Hanson at Hutchinson, 
where he was made grand champion. 
Wright liked him too and later made 
him senior and grand champion bull. 
This bull was picked as a member of 
the State Herd for Waterloo. 

Second prize aged bull was a pa- 
ternal brother to the Perreault bull 
and was exhibited by Mike Schroll 
of Greenleaf, Kansas. Romigs placed 
their bull third, Meyers fourth, and 
a good son of Carnation Conductor 
owned by Harvey Bechtelheimer of 
Fairview, Kansas, was in fifth. 

H. J. Meierkord of Linn, Kansas, 
was the owner of the bull that sired 
the first two aged bulls. This same 
sire was also the sire of the first 
prize animal in the three to five 
vear old cow class, Meierkord Billv 
Netherland Fancy. Her good balance 


of body and splendid udder make her 
a rather close contender for cham- 
pionship with Romig’s first prized 
aged cow, Shungavalley Creamelle, 
who has such an enviable record this 
year, having gone through for the 
supreme award at both Illinois and 
Missouri. Wright found the Romig 
cow exhibiting slightly more length 
and breed type and adding a third 
championship to her credit this year. 

Romigs also furnished the junior 
champion female in the junior year- 
lings, Shungavalley Queen Colantha, 
who had a stable mate in her class 
shown by Ted Romig (a son of 
Bob’s) who was almost as good 
Romigs’ get of Dean Colantha Home- 
stead Ormsby took the get of sire 
class but the good one by Sir Billy 
De Kol Jenny of Meierkord’s gave 
them a run for their money. The 
produce of dam went to Romig’ 
produce of Alcartra Ormsby La Cina 
Lass. 

The four black and white district 
herds each received the same money 
(a guarantee of $100 under certain

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WHY BREEDER’S FAIL 


There are many drains but the 
test loss a breeder has, as a rule, 
~ y t producing 
js caused by cows no oo 
healthy calves annually. een 
or twenty months between calves is 
such a loss of time that the other di- 
visions of the breeders program — 
not hold the finance together. The 
strange thing about this is that the 
average breeder does not notice it. 
{n addition to this loss of time too 
many of them lost good cows from 
sterility. A plan has been worked out 
which makes it possible for any aver- 
age breeder to learn how to make his 
cows produce annually with prac- 
tically no expense and very little 
labor. This information is intended 
to benefit breeders, herdsmen he 
managers whether the herd is large 
or small. Thousands of these men 
are proving those statements. We 
hope every one interested in cattle 
breeding will carefully study this 
plan. What has been done by this 
army of breeders can be done by 
others. This system can only be fol- 
lowed by the caretaker who is with 
the cattle daily. 

There are certain things that 
should be done at the time of de- 
livery. The afterbirth is removed by 
the new plan, without pulling or the 
use of strong drugs so that the cow 
will be in a breeding condition and 
not followed by a discharge of pus. 
When the calf is the proper age the 
cow is examined and if any abnor- 
mal conditions are found a few treat- 
ments will put her in a breeding con- 
dition before she reaches the chronic 
stage. It is not necessamy to make 
prostitutes. When this new plan is 
followed there will be a very little 
complaint from Barren Cows. 

We have developed a new plan of 
diagnosing pregnancy 20 days after 
the cow has been bred. We do not 
depend on heat periods as too man} 
cows have false heat periods at which 
time there is no chance of fertiliz- 
ation. The cow comes in again 
months later with another false heat 
period. 

A good percentage of cows come 
in heat while pregnant. Breeders 
know what the cows are doing. We 
have never heard of one of our stu- 
dents who have injured a cow in any 
of these examinations or treatments 
They are taught how to do _ these 
things safely. If the cows is not 
with calf treatments will produce 
regular healthy, normal heat periods 
at any time of the year so that the 
cow cannot lose much time. 

The subject of Keeping Cows And 
Heifers Breeding is the most impor- 
tant in the livestock field. There are 
some cows that will breed regularly, 
too many of them require this plan. 
The Boarders eat up the profit. Per- 
haps a majority of those making the 
high herd test records are using this 
plan. They know that a fresh cow will 
give more milk than a stripper. About 
one fourth of the advertisers in the 


cattle breed papers are now using 
this plan successfully. Any one 
doubting this statement can easily 
make some inquiry. They have 


found it very profitable and easily 
done. Any average breeder can be 
taught how to do it. 

At the school cows are killed and 
hung up in a standing position with 
the sides removed where the students 


can work and see what they are do- 
ing. They get the correct positions 
and sense of touch by seeing what 
they are working with. The school 
equipment makes these things plain 
and easily understood by using the 
breeders language. Our students do 
not have any difficulty in locating 
the organs and doing the things they 
are taught to do.

The caretaker is taught 
how to watch his cows and know 
when certain things must be done. 
This work would be too expensive to 
hire it done as it would require too 
many trips, but there is practically 
no expense attached to it as the care- 
taker does his own work. 

A cow that has been bred several 
months or several years without re- 
sults will require a treatment a 
week for 10 straight weeks. It must 
be done regular. This is the only 
treatment that we know of that will 
redeem chronic barren cows. This is 
ealled ‘“‘“Graham Chronic Barren Cow 
Treatment.’’ Thousands of the best 
cows in the country are now in the 
breeding ranks that would have gone 
to the butcher. 

About 90 per cent of our students 
are induced to attend the school by 
seeing the work done by our former 
students.

When 
blood is kept too long the test is 
not always reliable The equipment 
for blood testing will cost about 
$2.00. The material for testing will 
be about a nickel a head. Our Abor- 
tion Plan is still giving satisfactory 
results. We can show herds that are 
producing calves annually that were 
thought to be hopeless when they 
attended school. We usually get 
the men who have tried everything 
and come to us as a last resort. Our 
Abortion Plan should especially be 
used with a herd negative to the 
Bang’s Test. The breeders should be 


prepared to do the right thing at the 


right time to prevent a serious out- 
break. 

Our students are pleased with their 
rugged calves with clean tails that 
thrive and are not stunted. They are 
also having a great success with their 
herd bulls. 

There are several forms of Vag- 
initis but a new form has been 
brought to this country and it is 
finding its way across the country 
rapidly. It is nearly impossible to 
get the cows to breed without treat- 
ments. Perhaps the most serious 
thing is that the bull gets infected 
and spreads these germs through the 
herd. This is a very serious disease. 
It is perhaps the worst thing we 
have to contend with today. We urge 
breeders to come to school where 
these things can be explained and 
practice prevention. This school has 
been running continuously since 1909 
and the attendance increases each 
year through our satisfied students.

The Wayside Holstein Herd of S. 
Fy, Fanning, Pacoima, Calif., went 
under the auctioneer’s hammer on 
geptember 14-15-16, and made a gen- 
eral average of $113.37. The sale 
attracted a number of grade dairy- 
men who bought these good register- 
ed Holsteins to replace grades.
